TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE 
MiRFIELD  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

i  have  the  honour  to  submit  herewith  the  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Circumstances  of  Mirfield  Urban 
District  Council  for  1942. 

Dr.  C.  Grant  Nicol,  resigned  his  appointment  as  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  Mirfield,  Heckmondwike,  and  Assistant  Medical 
Officer  to  the  West  Riding  County  Council,  on  the  31st  October, 
1942,  and  his  successor  was  appointed  from  December  1st  of  that 
same  year. 

The  Birth  Rate  14  01  against  9’69  for  1941,  showed  a  sharp 
increase;  the  death  rate  ( 1 3*56)  remained  about  the  same  figure 
and  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  declined  from  97  to  69*6.  I  have 
pleasure  in  recording  no  maternal  death  during  the  year. 

From  available  records  the  year  would  appear  to  have  been 
a  healthy  one.  Diphtheria  was  less  prevalent  than  in  1941,  and 
notified  cases  greatly  exceeded  those  regarded  by  the  physician  to 
Crossley  Hospital  as  true  Clinical  Diphtheria.  Notifications  of 
Tuberculosis — 8,  exceed  the  pre-war  average.  Scarlet  Fever  was 
prevalent  ;  the  clinical  type*  mild,  although  middle  ear  complications 
were  frequent.  The  response  to  Diphtheria  immunisation  was 
maintained — that  the  school  child  is  more  accessible  than  the  pre¬ 
school  child  probably  accounts  for  the  inferior  returns  of  the  latter 
group. 

Protracted  negotiations  were  completed  in  December  for 
the  treatment  of  Scabies  at  the  First  Aid  Post,  Lower  Hopton,  in 
the  ensuing  year. 

My  acknowledgments  are  due  to  those  who  provided  returns, 
which  enabled  me  to  furnish  the  Report.

A  ii  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  Manager  of  the  Local  Labour  Exchange  for 
the  following  information 

Industries  in  Mirfield  continue  to  be  engaged  through  the  year 
and  have  observed  all  workers  capable  of  ordinary  industrial 
employment.  There  is  no  unemployment  register.  Particular  attention 
is  paid  to  welfare  facilities  in  premises  where  women  or  juvenile 
workers  are  directed.  Several  canteens  have  been  opened  and  a  Clinic, 
under  the  direction  of  a  Medical  Officer  established  at  one  factory. 

B  HEALTH  PROVISIONS. 

Scabies.  By  the  end  of  the  year  arrangements  were  complete 
for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  Scabies  at  the  First  Aid  Post,  Lower 
Hopton.  Appropriate  Drugs,  Medicaments  and  the  use  of  premises 
were  provided  and  the  co-operation  of  the  staff  approved  by  the  West 
Riding  County  Council ;  Afternoon  and  Evening  Sessions  are  to  be 
held  on  Thursdays  beginning  January,  1948.  Cases  are  referred  for 
treatment  by  general  practitioners,  and  from  School  and  Child  Welfare 
Clinics.  Facilities  for  contacts  p^re  also  provided.  Serious  cases  can 
be  treated  in  Hospital  by  arrangement  with  Batley  Corporation. 
Disinfestation  of  bedding,  etc.,  is  conducted  by  Spenborough  U.D.C.,  on 
behalf  of  your  Authority  when  indicated ;  Oral  and  Typewritten 
instructions  are  to  be  distributed  at  the  Post  for  routine  cases; 
the  assistance  of  the  Health  Visitor  has  been  enlisted  in  the  supervision 
of  cases  and  for  cleansing  in  the  home. 

Apart  from  this  there  are  no  other  important  changes  to  record. 
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C  (!)  WATER. 

The  district  receives  the  bulk  of  its  supply  from  Huddersfield 
Corporation.  The  supply  is  constant  and  direct  to  the  houses. 

In  addition  to  the  above  there  are  eight  shallow  wells,  four  springs* 
■and  one  private  reservoir,  supplying  57  houses.  On  this  latter  means 
of  supply  51  houses  are  solely  dependent  and  6  houses  are  partly 
dependen  fc. 

Eleven  Samples  (four  chemical,  seven  bacteriological),  of  water 
from  several  wells,  springs,  etc.  in  the  area,  were  submitted  to  the 
County  Laboratory  for  examination. 

Adverse  Reports  were  received  in  three  cases.  In  one  case 
certain  measures  were  taken  to  cleanse  the  well  concerned  and  further 
samples  were  reported  satisfactory  and  in  the  remaining  cases 
investigations  as  to  the  source  of  pollution  are  being  carried  out. 

(2)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

Except  in  isolated  cases  the  district  is  well  provided  with  sewers. 
No  other  extension  has  been  made  during  the  year. 

(3)  Rivers  and  Streams. 

The  river  Calder  runs  through  the  district  and  is  in  a  polluted 
state  when  it  enters  the  district.

Scarlet  Fever  was  clinically  of  a  mild  type  and  prevalent  in 
January.  June,  September  and  December.  Otitis  Media  was  a  common 
complication.

All  23  samples  were  examined  by  innoculation  for  Tubercle 
Bacilli,  and  one  sample  (from  outside  the  district)  gave  a  positive 
result.  The  result  of  this  examination  was  forwarded  to  the  Divisional 
Veterinary  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and 
the  necessary  action  was  taken  at  the  farm  concerned.  The  results  of 
samples  submitted  for  Bacteriological  examination  show  that  of  the 
28  samples  19  or  82'6%  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory  all  of  which 
came  within  the  standard  of  that  required  for  Accredited  Milk.

SCAVENGING,  1942-43 

The  staff  engaged  on  this  work  consists  of  2  drivers,  7  dustmen, 
and  1  tipman,  under  the  supervision  of  the  foreman. 

During  the  year  the  2  Refuse  Collecting  Waggons  were 
reconstructed.  The  rear  loading,  moving  floor  vehicle  was  converted 
into  a  low  loader,  end  tipping  vehicle  with  canvas  covers  and  the 
dilapidated  all-metal  body  of  the  second  vehicle  was  entirely  removed 
and  a  wood  body,  metal  lined  with  canvas  covers  was  substituted. 
"The  two  vehicles  are  now  giving  excellent  service  and  should  continue 
to  do  so  for  some  considerable  time. 
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AH  Refuse  was  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  on  the  Taylor 
Hall  Lane  Tip,  comprised  approximately,  2,189  loads.

The  increase  in  tonnage  is  due  largely  to  the  Paper  and  Kitchen 
Waste.  The  collection  of  Kitchen  Waste  by  the  Council  for  delivery 
to  Huddersfield  for  processing  was  commenced  in  October,  and 
approximately  40  tons  were  delivered  during  the  year.  The  large 
increase  in  income  is  due  to  the  better  prices  for  salvaged  material 
which  have  been  obtained,  particularly  in  respect  of  waste  paper. 

I  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing  my  appreciation  for  the 
assistance  which  has  been  given  by  many  voluntary  helpers  throughout 
the  district,  and  appeal  to  everyone  to  continue  this  vital  work  with 
the  same  enthusiasm  throughout  the  next  12  months.
